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HARRY  FENN 


AN  APPRECIATION 

Born  in  Richmond,  England,  in  1837,  Harry 
Fenn  came  to  America  at  nineteen  years  of  age 
and  began  his  artistic  career  as  a  wood  engraver. 
Though  devoting  but  a  few  years  to  it,  the  train- 
ing he  received  in  engraving  on  wood  exerted  a 
marked  influence  in  giving  accuracy,  delicacy  and 
color  value  to  his  work  throughout  the  fifty  odd 
years  of  his  career  as  artist  and  illustrator.  While 
still  a  young  man  he  went  to  England  to  study 
painting,  making  a  tour  of  Italy  before  returning 
to  this  country  which  ever  after  remained  his 
home,  although  he  enjoyed  various  trips  abroad 
from  time  to  time. 

His  first  important  work  was  to  illustrate 
Whittier's  "Snow  Bound,"  followed  by  "Bal- 
lads of  New  England,"  which  marked  an  era  in 
the  history  of  book-making.  In  1870  he  made 
an  extensive  tour  of  the  United  States,  gathering 
material  for  P ictuirsquf  America.  This  proved 
so  successful  that  it  was  followed  by  Picturesque 
Europe,  and  a  third  work  on  Picturesque  Pales- 
tine, Sinai  and  Egypt.  Upon  these  three  works 
Mr.  Fenn  was  occupied  for  about  twelve  years. 
"Harry  Fenn's  illustrations  of  Picturesque 
America,''''  says  F.  HopkLnson  Smith,  "entitle 
him  to  be  called  the  nestor  of  his  guild." 


Whittier  once  said,  "What  I  would  give  if  ] 
could  see  all  Harry  sees,"  while  Oliver  Wendell 
Holmes  declared  he  never  understood  the  quality 
of  the  difference  between  English  and  American 
landscape  until  Harry  Fenn  made  it  clear,  and 
there  is  a  letter  in  the  Life  of  James  Russell 
Lowell  in  which  he  mourns  the  sacrifice  of  some 
great  trees  he  loved,  adding  that  he  could  have 
borne  it  better  if  only  Fenn  had  painted  them. 

Though  perhaps  better  known  as  an  illustrator, 
he  was  equally  capable  as  a  painter  in  oil  and  in 
water  colors;  of  the  latter  he  was  especially  fond, 
devoting  his  summers  to  water  color  sketching 
throughout  New  England.  In  this  collection 
which  will  serve  as  a  memorial  exhibition,  may 
be  found  work  covering  every  period  of  his  long 
career,  showing  his  tireless  devotion  to  his  art. 
The  examples  range  trom  the  rapid  pencil  and 
water  colors  on  tinted  paper  that  won  great 
admiration  from  Sir  Alma  Tadema,  to  the  com- 
manding Italian  and  Spanish  Street  Scenes  by 
which  he  was  represented  in  last  year's  exhibi- 
tions.

Mr.  Fenn  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
American  Water  Color  Society,  a  member  ot  the 
New  York  Water  Color  Club,  a  member  of  the 
Salmagundi  Club,  to  whose  respective  exhibitions 
he  was  a  regular  contributor.
